-As illustrated in Figures 4 and 5, the fuel tank 38 is mounted to cover a rear 
surface of the engine compartment and a rear surface of the towers 68, 70 that 
substantially faces the driver. The fuel tank 38 is a complex shaped container that 
includes a central portion 38a and two wing portions 38b, 38c connected to the central 
portion 38e-38a by upper and lower tube portions 38d, 38e and 38f, 38g, respectively. 
Gaps 81, 82 are formed between the wing portions 38b, 38c and the central portion
